* “It must be clearly understood that 
the guaranteed minimum price of $2 a 
bushel for wheat, set out in the food 
bill, does riot apply to the 1917 harvest, 
but only to the 1918 harvest, and then 
under conditions which must be elab- 
orated. There -is, therefore, no deter- 
mined price for the 1917 harvest.

The re- 
plies of these men indicated that all 
neutrals should be barred because with 
the great number of actual belligerents 
who must participate diplomats calcu- 
late that the peace conference may con- 
tinue from one to two years. 

They feel, therefore, that admitting 
the European neutrals to the peace con- 
gress would complicate the proceedings 
seriously and might create an intoler- 
able situation by establishing a prece- 
dent upon which Seuth American or 
Asiatic neutral states also would de- 
mand a voice in the congress and stretch 
out the déliberations indefinitely. 


Neutrals’ Meeting Important. 

Such a feeling was voiced emphat- 
ically by: Theodore Wolff, editor of the 
Berlin Tageblatt, who was acting as 
the mouthpiece of certain elements in 
German official circles.
